Dudley Buck of Brooklyn, one of the 
foremost of American composerg of 
church music, has left this country to 
take up his home for the rest of his life 
in Munich, Bavaria, the great centre of 
art and music. The exact reasons for 
Mr. Buck’s voluntary exile are known 
only to a fey, but it is said that he had 
long desired to live in Munich, and that 
disappointments which he had experi- 
enced in Brooklyn have hastened his go- 
ing there. 

He retired some time ago from active 
participation in musical affairs in Brook- 
lyn. This followed his resignation as or- 
ganist of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
iof the Holy Trinity, where he had been 
‘for twenty-five years and where much 
}of his sacred music was written. His 
‘resignation was a result of a disagree- 
ment with some in the church. oon 
lafterward he also resigned as Director 
of the Apollo Club, although his rela- 
tions with the members there were very 
pleasant. 

{ Mr. Buck is now 66 years old. He early 
| became known as one of the finest or- 
|ganists in thé country, ‘and in 1876 was 
chosen to compose the cantata for the 
opening of the Céntennial Exposition in 
Philadelphia. One'of his cantatas won 
the $1,000 prize at the Cincinnati festi- 
val in 1880. ‘‘ The Story of the Cross” 
is one of the last of his more important 
ompositions. 

With his wife Mr. Buck sailed for Eu- 
rope on Son: 23, but it did not become 
known until yesterday that he intended 
to live abroad.

GEORGE BRINTON McCLELLAN, who 
was renominated, last night for Mayor of 
New. York by the Democratie City Coi 


| vention, was born in Dresden, Saxony, on 
McGowan

Nov. 23, 1865. His parents were at ythat 

time making a tour of the Continent. 

He is a son of the late Gen. George B. 
McClellan, who was commander of the 
Army of the Potomac. Mayor McClellan’s 
mother, who still is alive, was a daughter 
of Major Gen. Randolph B. Marcy, In- 
spector General of the Union Army. 

Mayor McClellan's parents returned to 
America when he was 8 years old. When 
he was 14 he entered a military academy 
at Sing Sing, it being his ambition to go 

to West Point. A military career for his 
son did not suit the elder McClellan and 
the boy gave it up after finishing the 
course at the Sing Sing Academy, and 
entered Princeton. He graduated from 
there in 1886. 

Mayor McClellan's father died the year 
before he graduated, and the young man’s 
prospects wero greatly altered. He took 
up newspaper work and for three years 
Was a reporter on local papers, In 1889 
he was made Treasurer of the Brooklyn 
Bridge by Richard Croker: 

While holding this post Mayor McClellan 
attended Columbia Law School, and. in 
1892 was admitted to the bar. About the 
same time he was appointed aide de camp 
on the staff of Gov. David B. Hill, and 
got the title of ‘‘ Colonel’’ by which he 
is still known. 

Mr. McClellan was elected President of 
the Board of Aldermen on the Tammany 
ticket in 1892, receiving a plurality of 
78,210, the largest ever given to a candi- 


bring the whole principle | 
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date in New York County. While Presi- 
ent of the Board of Aldermen he was 
Acting Mayor for some time during the 
absence of Mayor Gilroy, and because of 
his youthful appearance was dubbed ‘“‘The 
Boy Mayor.” 

In_the latter part of 1894 he was elected 
to Congress from the Twelfth District. 
‘He was in Congress for nearly nine years, 
‘resigning late in December of. 1903 to be- 
come Mayor. While in Congress he’ was 
a member of the Ways and Means, Com- 
mittee and of the Committee on Military 
Affairs. Mr. McClellan was one of ire 
few Democrats in Ne oe during the 
free silver agitation who spoke out in 
| favor of the gold standard. 

Through the influence of Charles F. 


Mayor in 1903° despite the opposition of 
the old McLaughlin organization in Brook- 
lyn, which backed Justice Gaynor for the 
nomination, Mr. McClellan defeated 
| Mayor Low for re-election by more than 
62,000 plurality. 


HERMAN A. METZ, the nominee for 
|Controller, was born in this city thirty- 
leight years ago. Although he started 
in life at the age of sixteen without any 
money of his own and burdened with 
some family debts, Mr. Metz is now worth 


several millions of dollars. He controls 
factories and chemical plants in New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, Providence, 
Chicago, San Francisco, Charlotte, N. C., 
Atlanta, Ga., Montreal, Toronto, and in 
Hamburg, Germany. 

When Mr. Metz was ten Pa old his 
family moved to Newark. He graduated 
from the high school there when he was 
fourteen years old and became an office 
boy for Paul Schulze-Berge, a dye 
manufacturer, in Hudson Street, this city. 
He studied at the Cooper Union School 
of Chemistry and afterward invented 
{machinery for laboratory work. He was 
rapidly promoted in the dye plant, at last 
succeeding his employer. 

Mr. Metz is now President of H. A. Metz 
Company, Victor Koechl & Co., and the 
| Consolidated Color and Chemical Com- 
pany. Under Mayor Van Wyck he was a 
member of the Board of Education. He 
is a trustee of various schools and a 
|member of many societies, including the 
| Society of Chemical Industry of London 
and the German Chemical Society of 
Dresden. Mr. Metz is President of the 
Guardian Savings Bank and a director of 
ithe Borough Bank of Brooklyn; a director 
of the Guardian Trust Company of Man- 
hattan, and President of the Ettrick Mills 
lof Worcester, Mass., and of the Stone- 
| ville Company, which employs the entire 
| population of Auburn, Mass. 
| He is a lieutenant in the ha gon

ASPINALL WOULDN’T HAVE IT 


The Judge Says He’s Not Taking Any 
Peddied Nominations—Conven- 
tion Comes To-night. 


The Republican leaders conferred for 
six hours last night and couldn’t agree 
on or find a man to run for Mayor 
against McClellan. They say, however, 
that they'll do it to-day. The City Con- 
vention at Carnegie Hall comes to-night. 

The six-hour conference was at the Re- 
publican Club, and ended early this morn- 
ing. Those present were State Chairman 
Odell, Chairman Halpin, Excise Commis- 
sioner Edward H. Healy, George W. Wan- 
maker, George Cromwell, Edward Lauter- 
bach, Samuel S. Strasbourger, William H. 
Ten Eyck, and Thomas L. Hamilton. Ex- 
Lieut. Gov. Woodruff was summoned in 
the afternoon from Syracuse. He arrived 
at 8:30 o'clock, and represented Brooklyn 
at the conference. 

Man after man was taken up and either 
shelved as unavailable or marked “ To 
| be taken up again.’’ The nomination was 
thrust at Mr. Woodruff again. It didn’t 
tempt him any more than before. Mr. 
Cromwell was discussed and then marked 
“To be taken up again.’’ Senator Els- 
berg was talked of for the hundredth 
time. Lieut. Gov. Bruce was considered 
and reconsidered, but, as with all the 
others, without result. 

County Judge Joseph Aspinall of Brook- 
lyn crushed some big hopes by refusing, 
with some asperity, to run for Mayor. 
Chairman Halpin had declared that the 
Kings Judge would head the ticket. He 
said he expected to clinch the whole thing 
yesterday afternoon. Before 10 o'clock, 
however, Judge Aspinall was out with a 
statement in which he said he would have 
none of it. Mr. Halpin was disconcerted. 

Judge Aspinall came to Manhattan af- 
ter issuing his statement and had a long 
talk with Chairman Odell. He told the 
Chairman straight from the shoulder that 
he wouldn't have the nomination so far 
as he was concerned. If Chairman 
Odell offered any inducements, they 
didn’t induce. Meanwhile, Col. Dady 
was very much disturbed. It is said that 
aes declared that the Judge had thrown 

m. 

Here is the Judge’s statement: 

“TIT have not the slightest intention of 
accepting the Republican nomination for 
Mayor. [I have never considered the 
matter. 

“There are many reasons why I should 
decline the nomination. In the first place 
I've been out of politics for ten years. 
I was elected County Judge and served 
one term. I was re-elected for a second 
term, with an increased majority, and 
have two years more to serve. 

‘*I may have some elements of strength 
in Kings County. If I have there is no 
reason why the nomination should have 
been peddled around to Justice Gaynor, 
Mr. Riis, Gen. Porter, Mr. Schieren, and 
Timothy L. Woodruff before it was of- 
fered to me. 

‘*T have an ambition, as every man has, 
it does not lead me to seek the 
Mayor’s chair. A seat on the Supreme 
bench would be’ much more in keeping 
with my aim. I feel it my duty to serve 
the people in the position to which they 
elected me, not once, but twice, and I 
propose to do so. 

“There are no strings to my decision. 
Under no circumstances would I accept 
the Mayoralty nomination. I have an en- 
gagement to meet Mr. Odell and other 
Republican leaders at the Republican Club 
later this afternoon. I will repeat to them 
just what I have said to you. 
serve out my term on the Kings County 
Bench.”’ 

After breakfast to-day Chairman Odell, 
Chairman Halpin, and all the other lead- 
ers who have had a hand in the talks 
and conferences will again gather at the 
Republican Club or the F/fth Avenue Ho- 
tel and keep on trying té6 find candidates 
for Mayor, Controller, and President of 
the Board of Aldermen. 

So much time was given yesterday to 
discussion of candidates that little or no 
attention was paid to the programme for 
the convention § to-night. Both Lieut.

The convention was called to order in 
Colonial Hall in Jamaica, and organized 
with ex-Judge B. Frank Wood as Chair- 
man. The Jeffersonian Democracy had 
previously agreed to indorse the Republic- 
an candidate for District Attorney on con- 
dition that the Republicans indorsed the 
Jeffersonians’ candidate for Borough

had nothing to do with legislative mat- 
ters here. 

Mr. Thummell described at some length 
the way in which expenses were split up 
by the three great companies and said 
that in the Mutual it was his custom to 
turn in as far as possible detailed vouch- 
ers of the money that had been spent. 
He said that he had met Andrew Hamilton 
from time to time, but that he had never 
received anything from Hamilton or the 
New York Life for services; such moneys 
as had come through him to _ these 
sources were simply on account of ex- 
penses that he had undergone under the 
joint arrangement. He told of various 
experiences that he had had in handling 
matters of legislation in the States. The 
most interesting was one that came up 
in Nebraska two or three years ago. 


Comfortless Railroads. 


A general revenue bill was up, and, ac- 
cording to Mr. Thummell, there was a 
combination of railroads antagonistic to 
the interest of the insurance company. 

“It was a general revenue Dill,”’ said 
Mr. Thummell, ‘‘and every class of cor- 
poration was fighting its hardest to get 
its own taxes down as low as possible. 
The railroads were entirely too much for 
us. They had an organization complete 
before we even knew of the general situa- 
tion, and it was such that we could not 
touch it.’’ 

‘* Didn’t you find it possible,’’ asked Mr. 
Hughes, ‘‘ by your arguments as to the in- 
justice of the measure as it affected life 
insurance companies to meet the concen- 
trated efforts of the railroad companies?” 

‘I did not,” said Mr. Thummell with a 
smile. ‘‘I was not magnetic to that ex- 
tent.’’ 

‘“You thought you had the best of the 
argument, but they had the best of the 
situation?” 

‘“‘I knew I had the best of the 
ment,’” replied Mr. Thummell. 

‘And you were dealing with intelligent 
men? ’”’ 

“Well, I was dealing with legislators.’’ 

The laugh was on the committee, and 
its members joined with counsel and 
witnes& and the audience in their ap- 
preciation of the joke.

Mr. Thummell said he 
never heard of such a thing, although 
he had been at Washington in connec- 
tion with several matters affecting in- 
surance, among them the repeal of that 
portion of the Cuban war tax which af- 
fected insurance policies.

Mr. Hughes asked 
him at last to explain the general 
classes of legislation in which the in- 
surance companies have to take an in- 
terest. Mr. Thummell said that in the 
first class were the bills commonly 
known as “strike bills,’’ generally pre- 
pared by persons outside the membership 
of any given Legislature and given to 
some new member, who introduced them, 
so that the authors might seek employ- 
ment from the insurance companies by 
way of a commision to kill the bills. 

Another class of bills obnoxious to the 
insurance companies and, according to 
Mr. Thummell, a great deal more danger- 
ous are those on behalf of corporations 
ostensibly as general bills relating to the 
business of insurance, but actually con- 
taining ‘ jokers,’’ relieving the corpora- 
tions interested from some form of tax- 
ation or other embarassment. Another 
class of bills which Mr. Thummell de- 
scribed was ti.at prepared by attorneys 
who had been unsuccessful in litigation 
against insurance companies and were try- 
ing to get stricken from the statutes the 
obstacles that they had encountered in 
courts. 

He spoke o* two classes of bills that he 
termed ‘‘ honest bills’’—one the bill of 
some misguided enthusiast who might be 
quite sincere in his convictions but equal- 
ly misinformed of the insurance business, 
and the other the bill prepared by the 
man who actually knows what he is talk- 
ing about to meet some defect in the law. 
This latter variety of bill, Mr. Thummell 
said, always received the support of the 
insurance company. 

Mr. Hughes's other witness yesterday 
was Edward J. Devlin, Superintendent of 
real estate for the New York Life, who 
testified about the office buildings. of the 
company. He said that the total loss to 
the company on the Hotel Plaza in this 
city was $129,039.35, and that from an in- 
vestment point of view the company’s 
Western office buildings and original 
home office buildings were far from being 
aubiects of congratulation. The respon- 
sibility for this condition Mr. Devlin put 
upon his predecessors in office, but he 
said that the company’s policy was to 
carry all its real estate so that the yield 
would average 4, per cent. on the book 
value, irrespective of cost.

| high percentage of loss in attendance be- 
fore the term is half over, but a falling 
off of 1,600 pupils in one term requires 
special explanation. 
| To begin with, it is due in a measure to 
the practice of filling the classes too 
}much in the very beginning of the term, 
|making it impossible for the teacher to 
give any individual instruction to those 
iwhe specially require it, and these be- 
| coming discouraged, remain away. Again, 
during the first month of the term as well 
as the fourth, (that is, January,) many 
|new pupils are entered night after night 
| who naturally find themselves behind the 
class. The teacher cannot give them the 
|individual attention necessary to help 
|them “catch up" with the rest, and they 
also become discouraged, and give up. If 
the teacher attempts to give individual 
| instruction, she must neglect the class, 
and unless some new principle is taken 
| and expounded every night, the class loses 
‘interest, and at the first occasion, bad 
| weather, slight indisposition, any or no 
other reason, in fact, the pupil gives up. 
| To my mind the remedy is to make the 
classes smaller at the beginning, and not 
} to enter new pupils in a class where they 
must find themselves behind the rest, 
with scant prospect of catching up, unless

DEMANDS MORE POLICEMEN. 
|McAdoo Says New York Needs 1,000 
New Men for Day Duty. 


Police Commissioner McAdoo issued 
statement yesterday declaring that his 
plan for the appointment of 1,000 addi- 
tional policemen, as presented to the 
Board of Estimate, was absolutely needed 
{to keep pace with the growth of the city. 
“The conditions governing crime have 
changed materially in the last twenty 
years,"”’ says the Commissioner. ‘ The 
old-time bank burglar and robber have 
practically disappeared anda are no longer 
the factor they were. Years ago these 


people operated by night and very exten-j| 


sively. 3urglar alarms and other meth- 
ods of protection at night have been 
brought to such a high standard that this 
class of crime is no longer profitable. 
‘On the other hand, almost every 
known thief who is worthy of the appel- 
lation of ‘professional’ operates in the 
day, taking advantage of the carelessness 
of the people in generat and servants and 
women folk who are left alone in apart- 
ments and houses. The pickpocket works 
on the cars during the rush hours of the 
daytime and in the shopping districts. 
‘he shoplifter works only in the daytime. 
The violators of the gambling laws, the 
professional wiretappers, the confidence 
man and bunco steerer, who lies in wait 
for the unwary immigrant along the river 


front: the furnished-room thief—all these | 


operate principally in the daytime.”’ 


Then, says Mr. McAdoo, beggars are 


thicker than ever, and traffic keeps many | 


policemen busy. He declares that New 
York should have a policeman for every 
400 of population, or approximately 10,000 
lmen. Most other large cities, he says, 
have more in proportion to population.
